tame barrack life with a mere handful of 
soldiers who may spend their whole lives 
in the army without ever hearing a hostile 
gun fired. So more and more is left to the 
non-commissioned officers, while the West 
Pointers are fighting off ennui. with social 
amusements and pastimes of various 
kinds. 

We have a presentiment that proper in- 
vestigation will reveal just this state of 
affairs and the abuses inseparable from it 
as the chief cause of desertion and other 
army scandals. We have enough edu- 
cated officers to exercise an inspiring and 
fatherly care over every mess and every 
soldier in their commands, and with 
proper zeal and pride in their duties they 
could teach the common soldier to take 
more pride in his position and to find more 
satisfaction in his lot.

tion them as to the number of bours they 
worked, the amount of wages received, the 
condition of the establishment and the morals 
of the iris. Mr. Meriwether states 
that personally he knows nothing 
of the report sent to the Depart- 


ment regarding St. Louls, but that two 
lady aseistants whom he accomponied in 


similar work in the cities of Brooklyn and 
Providence, and in whom he placed the ut- 
most confidence, sent the reports in. The 
Commissioner says that it may be possibile 
that the two ladies who gathered this infor- 
mation were misied or the mistake may 
have been made at the Department. All 
this information sent to the Department 
is gathered from the employes themselves,

Lawler re- 
turned to the Neversink, on which it was bis 
intention to sleep, he Ordered the men to 
leave, but they paid no attention 
to his order. He then visited the 
American Consular Agent at Portamouth and 
consulted with him as to the course to be pur- 
sued to regain possession of the boat, The 
agent advised bim to retake the boat with the 
least force necessary to gain his end. 
Capt. Lawler then armed bimseif with 
two  crowbars and 4 revolver and 
returned to the Neversink. He climbed over 
the side and with a crowbar, felled the first 
ofthe crew who came toward him. He then 
opened fire with his revolver, and a bullet 
struck a sailor named Meades in the leg. The 
others on the boat dodged {nto places of 
security. After a time two of the 
men emerged from their hiding places 
and approacged Capt. Lawler from behind 
seized and disarmed him. He was then trans- 
ferred to the police boat. A large number of 
persons had gathered at the landing place, 
and upon the arrival of Capt. Lawier they 
made an attempt to take him 2 from his 
guards for the Ang ey obs of lynching him.
